GET A CANDIDATE —— 


of the Nobility: Section 253 of Article 
XXIX, reads in part: 

“A noble can hold active membership 
in but one Temple. In order to retain 
membership in a Temple a noble must 
be in good standing in one or the other 
of the two prerequisite Masonic bodies 
—a Commandery or Preceptory of 
Knights Templar or a Consistory of the 
Ancient. and Accepted Scottish Rite. 

“When a Temple learns in an official 
manner, or has reasonable cause to be- 
lieve that one of its members, by reason 
of his non-affiliation for six months or 
more, is not in good standing in at least 
one of the prerequisite Masonic bodies, 
it shall notify the member so charged 
that he must appear before the Temple, 
or give evidence to the Temple, at its 
first stated session thereafter, and show 
cause why he should not be suspended. 
Should he fail to do so he shall be de- 
clared suspended from all his rights and 
benefits of membership in the Temple 
until he removes the cause of his sus- 
pension."

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KNIGHTS TEMPLAR NEWS 
By Noste Frank H. WILSON 


EMPLARY is a word which sug- 
gests Knighthood, Chivalry, the 
Crusaders and Christian living; indeed 
all of these are part of its history and 
the principles of the Order. The time of 
its beginning runs back to the com- 
mencement of the Christian era, when 
the guardians of the Christian faith em- 
ployed groups of brave and hardy re- 
tainers for the protection of innocent 
maidens, destitute widows, helpless 
orphans, and the Christian religion. 
Many of these retainers were brave and 
chivalrous knights who had developed 
their skill with shield, lance and buckler 
under the direction and patronage of 
the feudal lords and kings of Europe. 
They were a brave, adventuresome and 
knightly group whose code of honor be- 
came eventually the foundation of the 

Knights Templar oath and character. 

“CODE OF A KNIGHT TEMPLAR” 

To be loyal and true to the order for all 
time. i 

To promote the Order of Christian 
Knighthood. 

To appreciate the virtues of good 
Templars. 

To be proud to wear the uniform that 
bears the emblem of the Cross. 

To carry his share of the burdens of the 
Commandery. 

To pay his debts of gratitude with a 
spirit of good will and acts of charity. 

To do his best sincerely to live up to the 
sublime teachings of the Order. 

To go forward with devotion to Him, 
under whose banner he has enlisted. 
To support equal educational oppor- 
tunities for all, non-partisan, non- 
sectarian, efficient, democratic; for 

all the children of all the people. 

To be truly patriotic, to love and rever- 
ence the flag of his country, to uphold 
law and order and unswervingly 
stand for and support constitutional 
government. 

The Territorial jurisdiction of a 
Grand Commandery Knights Templar 
is the State in which it exists, except 
that the Grand Commandery of Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island is recog- 
nized as holding jurisdiction over both 
of these States. This is the only Grand 
Commandery in the U.S.A. that has 
jurisdiction over more than one State. 
“The Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars and the Appendant Orders of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island” which 
is its official title, is the oldest Grand 
Commandery in the U.S.A., having 
been organized May 6, 1805. 

A Knight Templar is a Mason upon 
whom the Orders of Red Cross, Knight 
of Malta and Knight Templar have been 
conferred by an organization recognized 
by the Grand Encampment Knights 
Templar of the U.S.A. as having 
authority to confer them. 

The Order of Knights Templar is a 
uniformed order and each Knight 
Templar when created in a constituent 
Commandery possesses the uniform 
prescribed by the Grand Commandery. 

The Knights’ Templar button is the 
Crusader's Cross, over the centre of 
which is a Crown, the whole backed by 


rays of light, and enameled; — purple 
for Grand Encampment members; red 
for Grand Commandery officers; and 
green for other Sir Knights. 

The Emblem of the order is the Cross 
(Red Passion) and Crown (Gold). 

The Commandery of Knights Temp- 
lar offers a grand opportunity to im- 
prove in every walk of life through the 
study and work in the progressively 
expanding light of pure Masonry. 

It is the mightiest non-theologie 
Christian Organization in the world. 
It stands for the noblest principles in 
individual life and the highest standards 
of good government. 

It is founded and draws its inspiration 
from the Christian religion and the 
faithful practice of the Christian virtues. 

As a militant Christian command it 
wages war unceasingly in the defense of 
innocent maidens, destitute widows, 
helpless orphans and the Christian faith. 

It teaches and assists you to “let your 
light so shine before men that they may 
see your good works and glorify your 
Father which is in Heaven." 

It's work presents an advance and 
liberal education to all mankind, de- 
signed to bring forth their finest char- 
acter and works to be shared without 
stint with one another. 

It gives you the richest of fraternal 
fellowship, peaceful freedom of mind, 
and a deep understanding of charaeter, 
enabling you to live in harmony with 
God, and with benefit to your country.
